Double School 


Systems Costly 
‘To City, County 


By HARRY LEE. 

| City taxpayers are paying in- 
creasing sums every year for sup- 
port of a school system from 
which city children are barred. 
while Fulton county school-agers 
are sometimes forced to walk: half 
a mile'to a county school when 
a city schoo! is just up the block. 

These are just two of the 
anachronisms of the double school 
\systems which “nobody likes but 
nobody does anything about,” ac- 
‘cording to municipal government 
'experts here. 

Besides the taxes which an At- 
lanta citizen contributes to the 
‘support of Fulton county schools, 
he is forced to pay a non-resident 
fee in order to send his child to 
a county school, while county citi- 
zens pay a similar fee if they wish 
to enter their child in a city 
school. 

In Plainer Language. 


In plainer language, Atlanta 
citizens are paying for something 
they don’t get because of a school 
set up that has “just growed” and 
is a result of conditions evolved 
to suit the needs of a horse and 
buggy age, and has been contin- 
ued because of the reluctance of 
school authorities to upset things 
by changing the status quo. 

Citizens of Atlanta are taxed 
1 1-2 mills for the support of the 
county school system and to that 
‘revenue is added $180,000 from 
non-tax revenue of the city which 
‘was granted the county schools 
last year 

Long before this additional city 
‘contribution for the support of 
the county school system, the 
consultant service of the National 
|'Municipal League with Thomas 
H. Reed as director, in a report 
on the increase of from 1 to 11-2 
mills in the city levy for county 
schools, said: 

Reed's Statement. 

“It is almost inconceivable that 
a city of 270,000 people would al- 
low such a measure to be adopted 
increasing the levy by 50 per cent 
and making mandatory what was 
before optional. But they did!”

CHUNGKING, Nov. 25.—(AP)—Chinese troops have 
swung around and completely encircled a newly strengthened 


Japanese force just outside Changteh, 


in northern Hunan 


province, after wiping out more than 5,000 enemy soldiers 
who had penetrated to the outskirts of the northwest gateway 
to Changsha, the high command announced tonight. 


A communique said the Japa-' 


nese “resorted to the use of poison 
gas” as they moved on Changten 
under cover of planes and artil- 
lery, but the Chinese defenders 
performed so well they were eu- 
logized in an order by Generalissi- 
mo Chiang Kai-shek. 

Japanese reinforcements arrived 
in the Changteh area Tuesday 
morning and promptly launched a 
vigorous infantry attack, in which 
the heaviest fighting occurred east 
and west of the city. 

Several Jap units got to the out- 
skirts, and the communique said 
“All were annihilated.” Four high 
Japanese commanding officers 
were reported killed in action. 

Japanese meanwhile attempting 
to bypass Changten on the east, 
to cut the highway to Changsha, 
suffered heavy losses. Chinese 
planes took part in a severe bat- 
tle in that sector and Chinese 
troops recaptured a strategic point 
in the path of the Japanese ad- 
vance toward the road, 

Changten is about 100 miles 
northwest of Changsha.

Returning occasionally late after 
midnight to Berlin from out of 
town assignments by car I was al- 
ways impressed by the seemingly 
endless procession of trucks and

sprawling metropolis. They gave 
me somewhat of a visual impres- 
sion of what it takes to feed an 
enormous city. Imagine what the 
total dislocation of traffic, the 
breakdown of telephone communi- 
cations, the 


buildings, the loss of ration books 


and ration records in the bombed 
districts means as regards the pro- 
visioning of the German capital 
with food! 

The implications of this holo- 
caust are infinite. Once the Allied 
plan for the complete obliteration 
of Berlin is carried out success- 
fully, Germany, in my opinion, is 
practically through as a belliger- 
ent.

War Leaders Differ 
On Bombings’ Effect 


By LEWIS HAWKINS. 

LONDON, Nov. 25.—(AP)—The bomber’s showdown bid 
for a cheap peace now unfolding tn the battle of Berlin 
found ground officers pulling as hard as anyone today for 
the world’s first major victory through air power—but 
these men who must plan and lead an invasion from the 


west are keeping their fingers firmly crossed. é 


“Bombing, plus Russia’s mag- 
nificent victories, may crush Ger- 
many before any great battle in 
the west,” said one very highly- 
ranked American officer. “But it 
would be criminal if these hopes 
led me to relax for one moment 
on the job that’s been given to me 
in preparing for invasion, and it 
would be tragic if they led to any 
further overconfidence on the 
home front.” 

There is a sharp divergence of 
opinion among ground force lead- 
ers on the airmen’s chances to 
shatter Germany sufficiently to 
bring surrender or a walk-over 
conquest of the European for- 
tress, but those who think first 
in terms of land battles seem 
agreed that:

1. If such an economical vic- 
tory is won it must be won by 
smashing the German will to 
fight and not by physical destruc- 
tion of the means to make war, 
because the latter cannot become 
great enough to break the Ger- 
man army in the time remaining 
before the invasion deadline. 

2. There is a definite danger 
that the immediate value of these 
unprecedented, spectacular blows, 
deep inside Nazidom, may be ex- 
aggerated in the public mind and 
breed overconfidence which 
would react badly on the war ef- 
fort if the bombings do not re- 
move the necessity for a long 
and costly land campaign. 

The difficulty in assaying this 
new form of attack was reflected 
in this frank estimate by a 
highly-placed American officer: 

“IT don't know what bombing 
can do. It has never been fully 
tried and is only now approach- 
ing the strength needed for a fair 
test. We're not participating to 
the fullest in that test now, but 
we shall and I fervently hope 
the experiment succeeds.” 

Doubts Decisive Effect. 

An important British officer 
who knew the German heavy at- 
tacks on Britain in the winter of 
1940-41 was inclined more defi- 
nitely to discount the chances of 
smashing morale so that the Ger- 
mans would revolt and sue for 
peace. He said: 

“Unless that will to fight were 


cisive effect even if Berlin were 
bor.bed so badly it had to be aban- 
doned. 

“Therc would be dislocations of 
records and communications of 
course. Men’s pay and pensions 
and promotions might - get all 
mixed up, but it wouldn't paralyze 
operations, particularly since the 
German high command must have 
made extensive preparations to 
meet just such an emergency. 

“There is a natural, human and 
understandable tendency to seize 
on anything that suggests victory 
can be won ‘on the cheap.’ 

No “Cheap Way” to Win. 

“I’ve fought Germans in two 
wars and I don’t think there's any 
cheap way to beat them—and I 
am convinced that the crack will 
come in this war as it came in the 
last. at the front, not at home, and 
only after the German army has 
been thoroughly whipped.” 

Another British officer of long 
service and high rank went even 
further to say “I believe bombing 
on any scale possible now will 
tend to harden rather than weaken 
German resistance.” 

“Of course,” he continued, 
“hombing is essential to victory. 
Bombs now certainly save men’s 
lives later, but so far all our 
bombing doesn’t seem to have 
been reflected strongly at the 
fronts in equipment shortages. It 
may be later, but not until re- 
serves have been used up and the 
utmost strain applied in battles on 
the widest possible scale.”

Georgia’s Highest Point 

The great diversity of Georgia topography 
from the mountains to the seashore has been 
impressed upon its citizens by the placing of 
a tablet marking the state’s highest point— 
4,784 feet. : 

The marker is atop Brasstown Bald moun- 
tain, the tip-top of which has long been called 
“Mount Enota,” which sounds like an Indian 
name. 

This summit is at a point where Union 
and Towns counties form a corner, so the 
marker, a marble tablet imbedded in natural 
stone on the peak, may be credited to both 
counties. The tablet, about 30 by 50 inches, 
gives not only the altitude, but also the latitude 


‘and longitude of the spot, and records some 


achievements in which Georgia excels. 

The mountain peak is owned by the Parks 
Department of the State of Georgia, the tablet 
was presented to the state by Charles J. Haden, 
Atlanta civic-minded citizen, and it was ac- 
cepted at appropriate exercises last Saturday 
by Governor Arnall.

DESTRUCTION OF SENNACHERIB Back in the days 
when I had more 


time for poetry, I was a great one for declaiming one of the very 
best poetic chores done by Geerge Gordon Byron. It begins with 
that magnificent simile: 


“The Assyrian came down like the wolf on the fold, 

And his cohorts were gleaming in purple and gold; 

And the sheen of their spears was like stars on the sea, 
When the blue waves rolls nightly on deep Galilee. 


“Like the leaves of the forest when summer is green, 
That host with their banners at sunset were seen: 
Like the leaves of the forest when autumn hath blown, 
That host on the morrow lay withered and strewn.” 


I thought of those lines when I read of the bombing of Berlin. 
The first night, when 1,000 black bombers went winging through 
the night to drop their deadly dew on the German capital, the 

people came out in the streets after the first 
wave had passed. 


The Germans are a painstaking, methodical 
people. But that night some nervous, dis- 
traught person sounded the “all clear.” 


Those that were living came out of their 
shelters as the second wave came over. 


A bomb does considerable damage, as the 
English can testify. 

After a large bomb has fallen one can see 
odd sights. There are those that are blown to 
bits, providing another tedious job for the as- 
sembly when the last trump shall sound. 


There are others who are left dead, their 
clothing stripped away by the force of the 
blast. Farther along there will be those who 

died from the concussion as heart and lungs 
and stomachs were churned and torn from their moorings and bat- 
tered together. They die with no outward sign of damage or wound. 


“For the Angel of Death spread his wings on the blast, 

And breathed in the face of the foe as he passed; 

And the eyes of the sleepers waxed deadly and chill, 

And their hearts but once heaved, and forever grew still!” 


Those persons who climbed out of the shelters, hysterical and 
weeping, fearful and dazed, were the same ones who cheered and 
shouted with glee and excitement when their own bombers were 
over England. For three months England took it. Great fires 
raged. There was no water. Buildings were dynamited. Fires 
burned on, day after day, until there was nothing else to burn. 
And each night through the red-lit skies the bombers came... 
NO HATE (In England during last duly and August it wag in- 

teresting to, note there was no hatred of the Ger- 
mans. There were few, if any, to sing of hate as the Germans 
Sing with their “Gott Strafe England.” 

There was a great determination to defeat the Germans: a tre- 
mendous desire to destroy Hitler’s philosophy, but not much of hate. 

There was no cheering about the bombing of Germany. 

I remember a great many persons commenting. 

One was a woman at Hull, old before her time, with bad teeth 
and old, shabby clothes. We talked in a shelter, her child on a 
table with a nurse painting a badly scratched leg. 

“Jerry is catching it now,” she said grimly. “It’s good for him, 
I guess. But I can’t help feeling sorry for the blighters.” 

: An industrialist, head of a great chocolate company, said at 
unch: 

“The Germans are getting the bombs now and I suppose the 
effect is salutary. But, God pity them.” 

A bookkeeper, come to see an American whose child was in 
America, said, “You see, we know what it is and how terrible it is.

other is accounted for by the fact 
ascertained from diplomatic 
sources that the marshal for some 
time has shown some readiness 
to comply with the advice of 
various former ministers of the 
republican -era. 


Those former ministers, who in 
1939-1940 were conspicuous ap- 
peasers and later became out-and- 
out collaborationists, are satisfied 
today that the Allies are bound 
to win in this war. They know 
that the Committee of National 
Liberation, if it succeeds in estab- 
lishing itself on metropolitan soil 
in the wake of the British and 
American expeditionary forces, 
will enforce against them the 
most drastic reprisals. They want 
Marshal Petain to call back the 
national assembly which invested 
him with dictatorial powers on 
July 10, 1940, as soon as the Nazi 
control is shaken off and to de- 
clare that there cannot be any 
other repository of national sov- 
ereignty than the aforesaid as- 
sembly. 


Such is their plan for the fu- 
ture. For the present they urge 
Petain to convince French, Brit- 
ish and Americans by some appro- 
priate gesture that he intends to 
be, when circumstances permit, 
the restorer of French democracy. 
Thus originated the hint which 
Petain intended to convey in the 
radio address he was unable to 
deliver as the outcome of Nazi 
interference.

- WASHINGTON PARADE

TIMING OF BERLIN RAIDS WASHINGTON, Nov. 25. 


What the British are now 
doing to Berlin sounds like the Wagnerian prelude to a joint decla- 
ra Roosevelt, Prime Minister Churchill and Marshal 
es Se Stalin demanding that Germany get out of the 
See SS war immediately or suffer the penalty of seeing 
4 ti all of her principal cities devastated by Allied 

air assault. 

More than one commentator has already 
remarked on the strange timing of the renewed 
Berlin attack. It comes at a moment when 
speculation: is rife, both here and abroad, on 
reports of a meeting now taking place between 
the President, the prime minister and the Soviet 
government head. 

Whether such a meeting is actually in prog- 
ress no one is authorized to say. Nothing of- 
ficial on the subject, either by way of denial 
or confirmation, has come from any quarter. 
Washington, London and Moscow have been 

equally silent. About the only thing that can be said is that it 
is a silence pregnant with possibilities. 

The Nazi-controlled radio at Budapest was the first to broadcast 
reports that Mr. Roosevelt and the other two leading Allied gov- 
ernment heads were about to engage in a joint meeting for the 
first time. These reports were put on the air waves more than a 
week ago. Cairo was named as the scene of the projected con- 
ference, the German going so far as to identify the hotel where the 


meeting was supposed to take place. 

MAY BE MERE GUESS ‘That may or may not have been 
pure guesswork on the Germans’ 

part. They have guessed wrong before—badly wrong in specula- 

tions over previous meetings between Mr. Roosevelt and Mr, 

Churchill. When the President went to Casablanca, for example, 

they had the prime minister in Washington. 

But ever since the Budapest broadcast a variety of reports, 
originating here and in England, have touched on the possibility of 
such a meeting being imminent. It may or may not be significant 
that nothing has been heard from the three principals now for 
several days. 

On top of this mysterious governmental silence, spiced by a 
repetition of reports from two continents, comes the news of the 
greatest air attack in all history—on Berlin, the heart and nerve 


center of the Axis military machine, 
Berlin is to be destroyed. It 


BERLIN TO BE DESTROYED 
is to suffer the fate of Ham- 


burg. Before the winter is gone—perhaps before many days have 
passed—it will be reduced to a city of rubble and ashes. We may 
judge this from the intensity of the initial renewal of attacks. 

The pattern of Hamburg, which was reduced to embers in sevén 
days of successive bombings, begins to unfold with respect to 
Berlin. Perhaps this is the world-shocking awesome thing, or its 
beginning, which Captat) Eddie Rickenbacker predicted for this 
winter after returning recently from a secret War Department 
mission abroad. 

If Berlin, the heart and soul of the Axis war effort and the 
third largest city in the world, is in fact in the course of being 
totally destroyed, what could be more fitting than that it come 
as a prelude to a dramatic declaration by the President, the prime 
minister and the Russian premier as to the war aims and demands 


of the Allies? 
ONLY ONE LANGUAGE The Germans, dull witted as they 
are, have shown over the years 
they are incapable of understanding but one language—the tan- 
guage of force. Soft words and diplomacy availed nothing at 
Munich. Pledges and false promises for maintaining the peace 
of Europe have been thrown overboard by them at every oppor- 
tunity. Hitler in plunging the world into war has violated a dozen 
solemn peace pacts, all because he felt himself stronger than the 
nations with whom he was committed to live in peace. 

The “unconditional surrender” war aims of the Allies have 
already been set forth in the Casablanca declaration. Germany 
treated it with disdain then because it was not punctuated with 
the proper display of force. Italy subsequently came to learn, after 
the Sicilian invasion, that the demands were no idle boast. 

The time has now come for renewing those demands on Ger- 
many. Her leaders now know that she is doomed. 

What could be more forceful, more dramatic, then, than for 
Mr. Roosevelt, the prime minister and Marshal Stalin to choose the 
present moment for a joint demand that the Germans throw over- 
béard their warmongering leaders and lay down their arms?

theater, probably as an attack on 
the Andaman islands, in the Bay 
of Bengal. That is regarded as 
an essential preliminary to any 
naval or amphibious action against 
— Rangoon, the Malayan pe- 
insula or the Dutch Indies. 

By timing this with the MacAr- 
thur drive on Rabaul, now ap- 
parently nearing its climax, and 
the Nimitz campaign just begin- 
ning, the Allied high command 
has arranged to force a maxi- 
mum dispersion of Japanese 
strength. This compels the ene- 
my leaders either to concengrate 
their strength at one point and 
let the others go, or else to spread 
their strength weakly and widely 
over three active sectors and 
thereby lose them all. 

U. 8S. Top Dog Now. 

This predicament is imposed on 
the Japanese by the numerical su- 
periority of American and Allied 
forces, the higher quality of our 
weapons and the infinitely better 
performance of our troops. It is 
undoubtedly a situation much 
worse than any the Japanese en- 
visioned this time two years ago, 
when they were planning the at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor. 

Despite these advantages, rank- 
ing American officers with whom 
this reporter has reviewed the Pa- 
cific situation still emphasize the 
enormous amount of time required 
and the huge number of ships and 
planes necessary even to return to 
the Philippines and split the ene- 
my'’s conquered empire. 

Reconquest of the Philippines 
will complete a blockade against 
Japan, which eventually must be 
tightened by an American advance 
from the Aleutian islands across 
the Northwestern Pacific into the 
Kuriles. | 

Beyond that it will still be nec- 
essary to get bases from which to 
bomb Japan heavily, which means 
reopening the Burma road to 
China unless Russia enters the 
Pacific war. 

Jap Fleet Hole Card. 

The uncertain element in all 
this is the Japanese fleet and na- 
val strategists say that American 
plans, always flexible and subject 
to change, may be modified great- 
ly by what happens to that fleet, 
which will remain a force to reck- 
on with until it can be destroyed. 

The Japanese, for instance, 
might employ their fleet to try 
to save their situation in the Gil- 
bert-Marshall area and break the 
new American offensive at its out- 
set. If the fleet were successful 
their garrisons in the Marshalls 
would have nothing to worry 
about. 

But if the fleet were wrecked 
—as Tokyo admirals may fear on 
the basis of its past performance 
—there would be nothing except 
Japan’s air force and American 
unreadiness to stop a direct inva- 
sion of Japan. And using Japan’s 
Air force for that purpose would 
be holding a boy to do a man’s 
job.

National Municipal League Reed’s 
report stated: 

“We have found the conduct of 
the Fulton county schools to be 
businesslike and practical—much 
more businesslike indeed than 
the conduct of Atlanta citizens 
and taxpayers who have sat idly 
by with no more than occasional 
squawks of protest while the cost 
to them of a school system which 
they are no more directly con- 
cerned than that of Cobb county 
steadly mounts.” 

While the Reed report, sub- 
mitted in 1938, did not at that 
time recommend consolidation of 
city and county schools, it did 
state consolidation would do away 
with the inequitable tax system. 
Objections to consolidation , were 
based largely on the difference in 
county and city teachers’ pay, 
which has been more nearly 
equalized since then with the put- 
ting of county teachers on a 12 
months’ pay scale. 

Difficulties Cited. 

Though the consolidation of 
county and city schools presents 
difficulties, these difficulties are 
not insuperable, city government 
authorities have explained. There 
are numerous cases in which con- 
solidation has been effected in 
other systems without undue 
hardship. In the extension of 
Fulton county to absorb Milton 
and Campbell counties, merging 
of school systems was accomplish- 
ed though on a smaller scale, of 
course, than is suggested in the 
present case. 

Neither do city government ex- 
perts suggest a slap-dash merging 
of school systems without proper 
spade work. It is recognized that 
the tax problem will be one of 
the most difficult obstacles 
overcome, and the question of 
those sections of DeKalb county 
which are within the city limits 
must also be solved. 

However, the authorities state, 
none of these problems present 
too great difficulties if the will to 
solve them is present, if preju- 
dices can be overcome, and if a 
genuine desire to give students 
of this section the best possible 
'school opportunities are the first 
consideration.

up the west coast actually is 
nearer Rome than the Eighth. 

Near the center of the Italian 
front other Eighth army units, 
who on the previous day took 
the burned and deserted town of 
Alfedena, were reported engaged 
.n brisk skirmishes with the Nazis 
west of Castel di Sangro. Only 
artillery exchanges and patrol 
clashes enlivened the mired-down 
Fifth army front. 

American and British fighters 
and fighter-bombers braved 
storms which would have ground- 
ed civilian planes to give close 
support to the Eighth army as it 
consolidated its bridgehead across 
the Sangro. Eight formations of 
light and medium bombers at- 
tacked in waves, smashing at 
every enemy strongpoint in the 
high ground overlooking the low- 
lands. 

Fighter-bombers from dawn to 
dusk blasted the enemy’s trench 
systems and gun positions in the 
hills around the towns of Santa 
Maria, Lanciano and Mozza Grog- 
na, all within a few miles of 
the Sangro. “Bombing magnifi- 
cent’ was the message sent back 
by army observers after one of 
these air onslaughts on guns rak- 
ing the Eighth army bridgehead. 
The enemy made only one at- 
tempt to retaliate with a small 
force of Focke-Wulf 190’s, but 
they were driven off by Spitfires. 

Disclosure that General Mont- 
gomery had sprung his offensive 
came after heavy bombers of the 
U. S. 15th Air Force hammered 
the Nazis at both ends of the 
1,000-mile Mediterranean air 
front, making destructive day- 
light attacks both on Sofia, Bul- 
garia, and the German subma- 
rine base at Toulon, France. RAF 
Wellingtons followed up last night 
with a blow at the Italian indus- 
trial center of Turin.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—() 
American casualties in Italy are 
increasing steadily as Allied 
forces come to grips with what 
Secretary of War Stimson says is 
“heavy resistance” by German 
troops in the mountains. 

Stimson reported today that 
casualties since Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Mark Clark’s Fifth Army 
landed on the beaches at Salerno 
on September 9 are 1,613 killed, 
6,361 wounded and 2,685 missing, 
a total of 10,659. 

On November 11 Stimson re- 
ported that the casualty list stood 
at 1,295 killed 4,764 wounded and 
2,497 missing. 

In a press conference review 
today, Stimson said “enemy rein- 
forcements have reached the bat- 
tle line.and a stiffening of resist- 
ance has resulted.” Little progress 
was made by the Allied armies 
during the last week, Stimson 
noted, adding that “foul weather, 
with heavy rains, seas of mud, 
rivers in flood and bad roads” 
had greatly restricted operations. 

Casualties among British 
elements of the Fifth Army were 
“slightly less” than those of the 
Americans, Stimson said. 

In the Pacific theater, “some 
tough fighting” was encountered 
by the Second Marine Division in 
establishing beachheads at Tar- 
awa, one of the several islands in 
the Gilbert group on which 
American fagces landed. The di- 
vision suffered “considerable cas- 
ualties before securing and consol- 
idating their beachheads,” Stim- 
son reported.

Liquor Dealers 
Given Warning 


| ALBANY, Ga., Nov. 25.—(#)— 
An Office of Price Administra- 
tion (OPA) official told southwest 
Georgia liquor dealers yesterday 
that “if the whisky industry 
doesn’t play fair with us and the 
public, we will take our gloves off 
‘with you—and remember that the 
advantage is all on our side.” 

Ralph Quillian, district OPA 
enforcement attorney, was one of 
several speakers who addressed a 
meeting of the dealers called to 
discuss a proposed state-wide self- 
policing program within the liaq- 
uor industry. 

The plan, which calls for en- 
forcement of price ceilings and 
end to a reported “black market” 
in whisky, was discussed by the 
liquor store operators in a closed 
session but no decision was an- 
nounced. 

John Bradley, executive direc- 
tor of the Atlanta Retail Liquor 
Dealers’ Association, asserted that 
“the liquor dealers of Georgia 
have broken faith with the people 
who voted wet. Few stores in the 
state are not guilty of overcharg- 
ing.” 

Another Atlantan, Bill Lawley, 
president of the Retailers’ Asso- 
ciation, declared that “we have all 
tried to get rich too quick at the 
expense of the public.” 

The self-policing plan, as out- 
lined by Dave Meyer, Atlanta 
wholesaler, calls for all sales at 
ceiling prices, with wholesalers to 
eut off deliveries to violators: the 
display of at least two-thirds of 
the whisky stock of each store, 
and the voluntary rationing of 
whisky at the rate of one bottle 
per day to each legitimate cus- 
| tomer. .

Hup, hup... 

First came the band, the sun 
glinting like dancing music on 
their instruments, the pulse-quick- 
ening drums, the blaring. brass. 

Hup, hup... 

Then the guard of honor, with 
helmets and guns and packs, full 
battle regalia—each back a ram- 
rod, chins frozen at the proper 
angle, as though for a general's 
review. 

Hup, hup... 

Huppety, huppety, hup.... 

Then fifty soldiers marching, 
and clinging to tneir hands, fifty 
small boys, hop-skip-and-jumping 
with excitement. 

This was their show. And 
though some of the smaller ones 
had to be hoisted to the khaki 
shoulders of their soldier-buddies 
before the long parade from the 
gates to the mess hall had ended, 
the boys from the Atlanta Child's 
Home and the Methodist Chil- 
dren’s Home in Decatur got the 
thrill of their 4-to-14-year-old lives 
being guests of the Atlanta Ord- 
nance Depot yesterday. 

Soldiers Thrilled. 


And their soldier escorts, the 
lucky ones out of the 300: who 
volunteered for the job—thrilled 
doesn’t describe the expression on 
their faces. It was tender, shy, 
and surprisingly sentimental, as 
most of them were fathers them- 
selves, a long way from their 
home firesides and turkeys. 

Like the red-faced corporal, who 
asked for one of the littler ones 
—“so I can hold him in my arms.” 

Like the guy who laughed and 
said “gosh, my wife’s expecting 
a baby in February. Won’t she be 
surpised to hear I’ve become a 
father before she’s a mother!” 

Like the gray-haired sergeant, 
with hash marks to the elbow and 
a chest full of ribbons, who pin- 
ned his ordnance insignia on the 
10-year-old at his side with a 
whispered “my boy’s about your 
age.” 

And the kids?—just follow one 
down the chow line. Take the lit- 
tle tyke in the sailor suit, (who's 
given a lot of ribbing, incidental- 
ly). The glow in his black eyes 
when his “buddy” explains “that’s 
a real soldier tray you’re pushing, 
sonny;” the open-mouthed awe 
when a mound of turkey and 
dressing is heaped on it; the quiet 
“see” over the grapes and 
“nun’kin pie;” the wordless nod 
at the end of the line when a grin- 
ning KP offers a bag of candy and 
nuts. 

At special tables, surrounded by 
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a crowd of envious onlookers, the 
kids and their buddies fell to. 
The GI's cheerfully surrendered 
their coffee cream in lieu of milk, 
of which the base had none, for 
their pint-sized pals. At one table 
a curly haired private “woofed” 
like a dog, “quacked” like Don- 
ald Duck, did everything but 
stand on his head to induce a 
timid five-year-old to eat; at an- 
other, a p. f. c. made noises like 
a father—“‘you mustn’t eat that 
candy yet, it’ll spoil your dinner: 
brothers aged four and six raced 
the sergeant between them to see 
who could eat the most, and the 
kids almost won. 

After lunch, the soldiers all in- 
sisted on taking the kids around 
to their barracks for a visit be- 
fore the scheduled entertainment 
went on. Then there were jeep 
rides, and tank rides, and a movie 
in the post theater. 

As a final treat, just before 
they were bundled back into 
Army trucks to go back to their 
homes, the kids were guests of 
honor at depot’s retreat parade. 

Clutching their bags of candy— 
and lots of unofficial leot given 
them by their dads-for-a-day—the 
kids, solemn and starry-eyed, re- 
ceived the salute and eyes-right in 
the reviewing stand. 

It was a big day, and neither 
soldiers nor kids will forget it 
soon.

A later 
story told of the Japanese breaking the admiral responsible 
for the deed. 

Later on, Kurusu was dispatched to this country to keep up the 
’ camouflage. 

And, finally. the climax came as peace talk went on in Wash- 
ington. We were attacked at Pear] Harbor. 

Fuhrman kept banging his fist on the page. ‘Whatever 
they get they deserve. But we should've got ‘em back there 

in 1937. It would have saved a lot of time and trouble.” 

A lot of things, as suggested, were happening along about then. 
Ralph McGill went to Europe on a Rosenwald fellowship. Harry 
“Mehre resigned as toach at the University of Georgia after 14 
years. Sandy Sanford kicked a difficult field goal against Vander- 
bit. and Alabama was invited to the Rose Bowl to play California. 

There was peace, then, but Mussolini had warned from a Rome 
balcony that a war was coming. And the Japs had ruthlessly sent 
an American gunboat to the bottom. 


. ~s It may be that one of the fine vol- 
Pertinent Field Goal umes of Fuzzy Woodruff’s History 
of Southern Football contains the answer to a question that has 
been puzzling local football fans. The question is: “When was the 
last dropkicked field goal successfully executed in a varsity football 
game at Grant field?”’ 

The speculation has arisen since Bosh Pritchard booted 
one against Clemson last Saturday. 

Well, Fuzzy Woodruff’s second volume reveals that Georgia 
Tech lost its first southern game since 1914 on°Saturday, Novem- 
ber 8. 1919. 

“It was the tremendous surprise of the football season,” 
Fuzzy wrote. “Washington and Lee’s powerful team turned 
the trick. holding the Tech offense safely all afternoon and 
taking advantage of its one break, when it got the ball on 
Tech's 25, where: Jimmy Maddox, a freshman, kicked a field 
goal in the final period. Final score, W. and L., 3; Georgia 
Tech, 0.” 

This may be the last time a dropkicked field goal has been 
usec to advantage at Grant field. No other kick was shown in the 
record. Along about then Hek Wakefield, great Vandy player, 
Was a dropkick specialist. 

Moving the .goai posts 10 yards beyond the goal line sort of 
discouraged dropkicking much later on.

Georgia Military Academy, win-
